BUT», Mont.. January 15.—A fire oc- 


curred in the Butte Hardware Com- 
pany'a warehouse tonight in which giant 
powder waa stored- The fire depart- 


".ioeai'im at work on the fire, when the 
• explosion' took place, killing a number 


of fireman. While efforts were being 
made to remove the dead and wounded 
a second explosion occurred. The en- 
tire fire department was wiped out, in- 
cluding the chief and all the horses. 
Three policemen were among thebill^d, 
who numbered at least seventy-five. 
Plate glass was broken all over the city 
and the damage to property is enor- 
mous. It is impossible to get details nt 
present. All the ambulances are rueh- 
mg to and from the scene of the explos- 
ion. The relatives of thoae killed are. 
frantic and the city is in consternation. 
The powder in the warehouse waa in 
violation of law. It was the greatest ex- 
plosion in tbe history of the west.

ADDITIONAL DETAILS. 


BUTTB, January 16.—2 a.m.—The fire 


started in the Royal Milling Company's 
warehouse and spread to the Kenyon- 
Cornell warehouse, in which was stored 
several carloads of giant powder. The 
first explosion waa most terrific and 
killed every fireman pave two, belong- 
ing at tbe central fire station. So far 
between fifty and sixty mangled bodies 
have been recovered and more are being 
picked up on all sides. It is impossible 
to get the names tonight. It is esti- 
.mated that about 100 additional persona 
were injured, several of whom died after 
^ 
being taken to tbe hospitals.

and soon several cars loaded with pow- 
.dftT^aBfiiiiwGre,... Juat as the firemen 
.were closing in around the blazing oars 
an explosion occurred, killing a number 
•of firemen and spectators and maiming 
many others. The firemen who had 
escaped. immediately rallied, and were 
'beginning another attack, when a aec- 
•ond explosion more violent than the 
first, took place. People in the vicin- 
ity were thrown down aa with a great 
scythe, and the streets for half a block 
Around looked like a great battle field. 
Debris wan Lurown high in the air, 
•coming down half a mile away. Many 
people in the center of the city were 
thus injured. 


The few remaining firemen gathered 


themselves together and were attempt* 
ing to escape to a place of safety when 
the third and last explosion occurred. 
Thia, too, killed and injured many peo- 
ple. There were several cars of the 
powder and all of them exploded. The 
whole heavens were lighted up and the 
•city shook as if an earthquake was in 
progress. 


Immediately after the first explosion 


tbe entire hospital corps and police force 
waa summoned and many of the attaches 
of these departments are among those 
killed and injured in the subsequent ex-

opinion which led Governor Budd to re- 
move Hose Gunat from the office of po- 
lice commissioner, gays: "As neither 
the constitution or statute prescribes the 
toode for making snch appointment the 
political code must govern. Section 875 
reads: 'Every officer the mode of whose 
appointment is not prescribed by the 
constitution or statute must be ap- 
pointed by the governor.' In view of 
these provisions I am of the-opinion 
that you have the power to remove an 
appointee on the board of police com- 
missioners."

Russia and Perhaps England Hay 


Interfere After the Win- 


ter i« Over. 


VICTORIA, B. C., January 15.—The 


Empress of Japan arrived today. She 
left Yokohama January 4th and has no 
war news of special interest. Frederick 
Villiers, war correspondent, lias re- 
turned. He says De Guerville of tbe 
Herald plotted against the life of James 
Creelman of the World, and BEJB he 
will drive him from the New York press 
club and the city. Villiers confirms the 
Creelman story about the butchery at 
Port Arthur, and saya that after the 
winter is over he lookd for the interfer- 
ence of Russia and perhaps England.

taken prisoners by the Japanese they 
were liberated by English intervention. 
Villiers says the proofs are clear that 
De Guerville tried to betray Creelman 
into the hands of the Japanese and have 
him killed aa a spy.

THE BUTTE EXPLOSION. 


The Number of Persons Killed Esti- 


mated at Sixty. 


BCTTB, Mont., January 16.—It is now 


estimated that the number of persona 
killed by lost night's explosion of giant 
powder was sixty. Nearly fifty are 
already known to have been killed. To- 
day the city is in mourning and all flags 
are at balf mast. The relief meeting 
called by the mayor was largely at- 
tended imd a committee appointed for 
collection of money for the relief of the 
affected families. The people are re- 
sponding liberally and a tmllicient 
amount to relieve the distress is already 
guaranteed. A number of hndies are 
mangled beyond all recognition and 
never will be identified. Forty have 
been identified. 


Hellman and Baum Ineligible.

Hellman and William B. Baum are in- 
eligible to act as freeholders.

BUTF1VE HAVE BEEN ANNOUNCED 


Some of the Hore Important New 


Measures Presented Yes- 


terday. 


SACRAMENTO, January 10.—In the sen- 


ate this morning a bill was introduced 
appropriating $47,000 for tho purchase 
of tbe furnished residence of .Joseph 
Steffers in Sacraineuto for an executive 
mansion. 


A new constitutional amendment was 


proposed by Smith and Ford opening 
the way for the use of voting machines 
in elections. It follows the line of the 
ne"w constitution of Xew York. 


A five minute session of tbe senate 


waa held this 
afternoon. Seymour 


offered a resolution for a standing com- 
mittee of five on retrenchment to abol- 
ish and consolidate state commissions 
and offices. 


When the assembly adjourned tonight 


487 bills had been introduced to become 
laws or bo killed before the sesshn shall 
come to an end. In the senate yeeter- 
duy 209 bills were introduced. When 
the senate sat today fourteen moro came 
to light. But it remained for theassem- 
blymen to break the record. At a single 
sitting this afternoon the lower house 
brought forth 244 bills, and even then 
many members withheld their proposed 
measures. They hope to secure closer 
attention for their pet schemes when 
the firet grist shall have been worked 
through tlie mill. Notwithntanditgthat 
nil this business remains to be taken up 
by the standing committees, Speaker 
Lynch still delays in naming the com- 
mittees. So far he has announced the 
membership of but five of the forty-one 
committees. 


The supporters of Senator Perkins con- 


tinue to insist that the appointments 
are being withheld in the interests of 
de Young in order to make trading for 
committee preferment possible. Speaker 
Lynch, however., declares that he has 
been unable to satisfactorily place many 
members of the assembly aud thi?after- 
noon just before adjournment he called 
upon the 'assemblymen for the second 
time to send in to him in writing a list 
of committees to which they particularly 
desired appointment.

OWING A SENATORSH1P. 
Last Thursday M.H.de Young was 


interviewed concerning his senatorial 
aspirations by a Sacramento Bee re- 
porter. In the course ol the interview 
Mr. de Young said = 


I have come to this city for the pur- 


pose ol being » candidate for the United 
States senate. I think the people of the 
state of California owe it to me. 


This is language so strange that it 


might lead to the suspicion that Mr. 
de Young doc* not Inlly appreciate the 
dignity pertaining to the high office to 
which he aspires. The people "OWE" a 
Dnited States senatorship to no man. 
There is none so distinguished or so 
great, none -whose public services have 
been si important that a senotorahip is 
owed to him. The office is entiiely 
within the free gift of the people, to he 
bestowed by them on whom they will. 
Often this prerorative is abused in its 
exercise by their representatives, but it 
•lists nevertheless,and IS'EO universally 
recognired that it may be questioned il 
Mr.de Young has not introduced an 
absolutely unique idea in his theory 
*that a senatorship may be owed to any- 
body. Such a thing as a popular obli- 
gation does not exist iu the matter, nor 
could it while.republican institutions 
»re such as they are. The assertion 
may be made general: There is no 
office in the United States so humble 
that it can be owed to anybody. The 
humblest constable in the land is and 
must be such by the free gift of. a peop le 
who as citizens owed him absolutely 
nothing, and il this be true of such an 
officer, certainly not'the less must ii be 


of a United States senator. 
Mr. de Young's theory ol a public ob- 


ligation to him is based on the claim 


lat he has "worked for years for the 
terests of tbe people of this state." 
ranting that this ia true, it is a lact to 
ie earnestly considered by the people 
or their representatives), but it in no 
ay obligates them to place the sena- 


torial toga on his. shoulders. It is en- 
irely conceivable in a general way that 
man may have rendered most import- 
nt services to the public and yet be un- 
esirable as a United States senator. In 
iriel, the theory ol earning or being 
wed a senatorehip mubt fall to the 
ground however one may view it. If 
Jr. de Young .hall be elected to the 
enate it at any rate cannot be because 
he people owe him that office.

OUR IMDPSTRIOUS PRESIDENT. 


In tbe course of a stringent criticism 


of "many ol the Republican journals of 
theconntrv," the Madera Tribune re^ 
marks; "By industry and good man- 
agement President Cleveland ha'j be- 
come a multi-millionaire."

It ia at the door of Colonel John M. 


Wilson, superintendent of public build- 
ugs, that the responsibility is ttaid to 
ia No one supposes for an instant that 
Watts presented the painting to Ameri- 
ca for it to ba carefully boxed up and 
stowed away in an inaccessible room in 
the White House. It is hardly likely 
ihnt the subject of "Love and Life" 
waa altogether unknown to the mem- 
bers of congress, who, last session, ac- 
cepted the gift In the name of the 
American people. The painting wa> ex- 
hibited hora for several months nine 
yean ago in the Metropolitan Unseam 
of Art. It was among the pictures 
ilaced on exhibition last year At the 
World's fair, and it bos been reproduc- 
sd often enough to warrant the casump- 
ion that we are a very immoral people 
f tho influence of the picture is aa cor- 
rupting as Is sold. 


la addition, the people of the United 


Jtatcfl, through Secretary Greaham, 
dodged their word after congress had 
accepted the gift that it wonld be hung 
n tho White Honse, a letter to that 
iffect being written to the artist. 


Bnt the picture, according to Colonel 


Wilson, is not a fit one to be exhibited 
D the executive mansion. He simply 
gnorcd tho claims of Mr. Watts to bo 
egarded as one of tho first among living 
oaintera and stated that nntil the presi- 
ant guve instructions to that effect h<j 


ot think of allowing such a work 


to be exposed to public view in tho 
corns of the White House, even though 
he work iu question were inttmdsd to 
arm the nucleus of a future national 
art gallery and would consequently 
only remain there until more fitting 
uartera conld be secured for it

A VISIT TO KOEDING'S KANCHER 


CEEEK NURSERY. 


It is the Largest But One in tlio 


State—What a Reporter 


Saw There. 


Seven miles east of Fresno, on tin area 


which, little more than a decade since, 
was an expanse of arid Band, there will 
be found today one of the largest and 
besUtended nurseries in the entire coun- 
;ry, and having only one superior in 
Mint of eizo in this state. Tho pro- 
prietor, F. Roeding, is a pioneer ol 1849, 
and, like most of the pioneers, knew a 
jood thing when he saw it. He recog- 
nized that the soil of this then desert 
spot was all that could be deaired for 
nursery purposes, that a stream of water 
ran conveniently through it, and tbat 
all that was required waa technical 
:nbwledge and judicious irrigation to 
lake the place "blossom like tha rose." 
Today tue Fancher Creek nursery and 


a • snug fortune for tbe pioueer are in 
evidence of the success of the enter- 
prise. 


Every one in Fresno has heard of 


Fancher Creek roses, and their fame is 
by no means limited to either the county 
or the state. These roses have not 
uloomed by chance or won fame by ac- 
cident. They are the result of tbe ap- 
EHcation of original investigation and 


xed purpose to a soil in which a stead- 
ily improved stock has been planted. 


Even before tbe viaitor reaches the 


jimit of the Eisen vineyard, which lies 
between the city and tbe nursery, he 
realizes that he is going to see evidence 
of the triumph. o£ mind over matter. 
The fields around him begin to assume 
the appearance of trimneas, aud care is 
oestowed on, the . fences and ditches. 
Then there, cornea into view a perfect 
'orest of tiny trees, far as tl^e eye can 
reach, and here and there through gaps 
.11 this miniature forest he seea a large 
:orce of men, preparing the budded trees 
!or shipment. In one field alone nearly 
JOO.OOO trees havo been thus prepared 
for shipment all over the country this 
season, for tbe nurseryman's harvest is 
at the very time of the year when the 
reaper ceases to labor and tho thresher 
ia at rest. 


The creek which runs through tbe 


nursery is very happily located. It en- 
:ers from the eastward, and makes a 
sharp turn to the south, BO .that the 
creek can be tapped for irrigating pur- 
poses on two sides of the nursery. It is 
dry only during that portion of the year 
when the water is not required and at 
all other times runs a strong, steady 
stream. 


Right in tbe center of the big nnrs- 


ery of 1280 acres Mr. Hoeding has built 
a handsome three-story house, furnished 
in the most approved modern style, and 
with commodious and extensive barns 
and outbuildings. • When, the nursery 
is running in full blast a force of eighty 
men is at work on it, and accommoda- 
tions are provided for all these. The 
nursery is supplied with gasoline tanks 
sunk in tbe ground, aud supplying not 
only illuminating facilities, bat power 
to drive machinery and operate a pump 
connected with a 100-foot well. There 
is not space in this notice to describe 
tbe numerous processes carried on in 
the propogating house and the green 
house. SiilHce it to eay that a walk 
through either will consume half a day, 
and that the visitor feels when he cornea 
out that there are a host qf secrets, even • 
in BO apparently bumble a profession as 
that of tbe nurseryman; and that, even 
in California, beautiful and productive 
fruit trees and lowering shrubs And 
plants do not arrive at the perfection 
exhibited, by the 
mere operation of 


chance. 


When tbe reporter drove through the 


nuraery with F. W. F. Roeding he was 
impressed with tbe magnitude of the. 
enterprise. First he was shown seventy- 
five acres of tigs, white, black and 
Smyrna; all thriving. Then came sev- 
enty-five acrea of olives, both young 
trees and trees in a fullness of bearing 
that was simply astonishing. 
Then 


catne thirty acres of miscellaneous 
fruits. 


The stock of deciduous treea prepared 


for this season's planting runs into the 
hundreds of thousands, of grape vines 
300,000, olives 200,000. 


In the green houses there is hardly ft 


.Topical or decorative plant which can- 
not be found. Of palms alone the num- 
ber is legion. The delicate and grace- 
ful cocoa palm, which will scarcely thrive 
even iu California except under the 
most favorable condition, was found 
side by side with the sago and date 
palm, the chamrcrops, the corypha 
Australia, tbe palmetto, tbe erythcea, 
the raphis and the cycaa. Of decora- 
tive plants, coleuwa, begonias, fimilax 
and the like, there seemed to be an in- 
exhaustible supply both of grown plants 
and cuttings. 


Like most of his neighbors on the east 


side Mr. Roeding has planted out a por- 
tion of his acreage in oranges, and the 
house is surrounded by a circular grove 
in which are trees from two to eight 
years old, of all the best varieties. The 
three-year-old trees are bearing well, 
and the fruit of the eight-year-old trees 
is so plentiful that tbe branches have to 
be substantially propped J to bear tbe 
lead. 
| 


If tbe eastern visitor wants to see 


wbat tbe skill of an experienced ar.d 
practical nurseryman can no on Califor- 
nia soil, he should visit the Fancher 
creek nuraery even if he has to stop 
over for tbe purpose. It will be a lesson 
that will laat him a lifetijne. 
Even to 


those of ns who live right Ftere in ''God's 
own country," and aro pfoud to Bay w« 
havo aeon these things every day of our 
lives, it is a good leieon to make a trip 
to tl:e Fanchdr creek nursery and sea 
how such surprises are made possible.

Toi? psckinfr yard it nearlr lour aeera 


In extent and U Pituated in the citr of 
JTreanoon the railroad reservation, on 
Front atreet, between Tnolumne and 
Stafiiilaui. Jut now the packing yard 
ia a very busy place indeed, for treea are 
being shipped daily by carloads at, the 
twitch, which runi clear up to the front 
of the yard, and ai fait aa a thoaaand 
treu or co are tied up, packed and 
•hipped, another thousand arrtfei from 
tha nursery to take their place. 


In order to save the young treea from 


damage through expoatire and other 
causei, they are tied up in bundles of 
ten at fait as they are received from the 
nursery. Tbe next step iaw insert the 
roots of the bundles iu rows iu shallow 
tranches about eighteen inches deep. 


All the rows are kept separate,ao far aa 


varieties and species are concerned, and 
the treea are all packed iu the pita in 
conformity with a plat of the beds lying 
in the adjoining ofhce. Borne auch sys- 
tem ifl obviously indispensable if the 
treea are to bo found when wanted, and 
to prevent endless and irremediable 
confusion at all times. 


When the reporter visited the yard 


one carload of trees was being shipped 
to fill an order from Texas, and another 
carload was being shipped to Los Ange- 
les. The final process of packing for 
shipment, especially when the treea are 
to go long distances, is quite an im- 
portant piece of work. It materially 
reduces the risk and expense to have 
the trees boxed, and to this end they 
are carefully packed into long pine 
boxes, 
and 
the 
inter 
spaces 


filed with 
moBa 
aud tales. Tons 


of tule crass are piled up in the yard for 
use in this work. 


It wiil thua be seen that from the 


time when the tiny bud or seedling first 
begins to show signs of life in the prop- 
agating house at the nursery, up to the 
hour when the trees are delivered to the 
customer ready for planting, a multitude 
of delicate details have to be attended 
to, and it may ha safely said that many 
children in this world do not receive as 
much attention and care from their 
natural, or unnatural, parents as do the 
tiny plants which are at no distant time 
;o become fruit bearing trees far away 
in Texas, or in the Mississippi valley.

to Trap the Unwary. 


Traversing the country from south- 


west to northeast and in a pouring rain, 
we visited tho villages of Si-kou-ying, 
Hao-kwei-yingandSong-yoin. Here tho 
women, dressed in their best clothes, 
Btood watching us on the doorsteps, 
which would have been quite a pretty 
eight, with their multicolor Jupons and 
trousers, had tho effect not been partly 
spoiled by the horrible deformity of 
their feet squeezed into microscopic 
Ehocs. I possess & pair of these shoes as 
worn by a mandarin's wife, and tho 
length of them is only 8 inchefl. Toward 
noon wo reached Ta-lo-won, on the 
banks of the Hnng-ho river, a miserable 
Village on a minnscnla hill of yellow 
earth. The river had to be waded. 


A Chinaman — a beggar, I thought—- 


volunteered to take animals and men 
gafely across for a sum of money, for he 
said there were larga holes in the river 
bod, iu which our animals would have 
lost their footing had we crossed by 
ourselves. I would not employ him, as 
I hate to be imposed upon by humbugs, 
and knowing the little way which these 
gentlemen have of digging large holes 
on purpose in the river bed while dry in 
summer, so as to extort money from 
timid travelers, I proceeded to "soil" 
him. 


I guided my mules not right across 


tho water, far the holes are generally 
dug where most unaware people aro 
likely to cross, but a few yards farther 
up, therefore landing every one safe 
on tho other side, with the exception of 
one donkey, who, in strict similarity 
with all the evil spirits of China, insist- 
ed on going on his own account in a 
straight lino in front of his nose, with 
the result that when ho reached the 
middle of the stream he fell into one 
of tho boles, and with the weight of tbe 
load he was carrying disappeared. Only 
the point of hia ears could be eeen wag- 
ging out of tho water. The hpleinau, if 
I may call him so, who had eagerly 
been watching for this, ran in tho wa- 
ter to his rescue and saved bin life, for 
which act I duly rewarded him.— Fort- 
nightly Review.

Twelve 
of them are supposed to be called, but 
much toss than that number usually rc- 
epouO, and supposing by rarest chance 
he twelve ure fonml is it not unreason- 
able to expect their thorough agreement 
n reference to disputed facts, when 
even eye-witnfe£Ees commouly disagree? 


It may be said, indeed, that the. argu- 


ment in favor of such a change 
stronger iu connection with juries iu 
•ivil cases than in criminal trials. To 
deprive a person of iiis liberty is a seri- 
ous thing, and there may bo some rea- 
son for insisting that before sucb a 
thing is done there must be unanimity 
of opinion among tho=e who decide the 
matter. But thia argument does not ap- 
ply to the case where mere property 
rights are involved; there it ia not ap- 
proximate certainty but strong proba- 
bility oi juaticfi that ia desirable, nnd he 
who has observed many cases in courts 
will be apt to think it more apt to be 
attained by the verdict of nine jurors 
out of twelve tbau by absolute una- 
nimity.

once. If it is the intention of the super- 
visors to aasurao full control of all ap- 
pointments at the orphanage, even to 
selecting a matron, then of course there 


will be no use for a ladies organization, 
as this coiiree would relievo them of all 
responsibility in the matter, and the so- 
ciety will at once diaband. 


The ladies who are interested in this 


work fully realize that it will be no 
child's play to undertake all that will 
devolve upon them, aa they propose not 
only to pay dues themselves, but to suit- 
ably furnish a bonne, and assume a gen- 
etal oversight of the entire establish- 
ment, with only the actual money to be 
paid for each child, as a basis for their 
work. 
Therefore, if tho supervisors 


take all this off their handtt, and still 
arrange to keep the friendless little 
creatures at home, the ladies will have 
much to thank them for, and will dis- 
band the temporary association with 
pleasure.

Believed to Be the Sonth End of 


the Mother Lode—Work 


Done. 


One of tbe largest mining detla ever 


made in this part of the state was prac- 
tically closed yesterday. It is not the 
largest deal, perhaps, but it ia among 
the largest. It means a great deal for 
this part of tbe country, aa it will fltim- 
ulftle mining interests, and will lead to 
greater activity in the search for gold, 
The closing of the silver mines all over 
the western part of the United State*, 
on account of the low price of silver, 
has canned tbe mining men to turn their 
attention to gold mines, and the result 
ia being seen. 


Some time afro the REFTBLICJN noted 


the fact that Alexander Wamble, ft min- 
infi expert lately from South Africa, waa 
in Fresno and WEB looking at mines on 
Fine Gold river. The result of hia visit 
here ia that the sale wa« conclnded yes- 
terday, except eome minor details which 
will be arraneed in a tew days. 


The mine is knoicn as the "Mountain 


View," end is situated on Fine tiold 
river, about seven miles from Uitdreth. 
It belonctid to Pete -and Jeff Donahoo, 
J. N, Albin andothera. There has been 
considwable work dona on it. Tho ledge 
variea in thickness from two feet to 
eight feet, and several tunnels have 
been rnn, one of which is in on the hor- 
izontal something more than 500 feet, 
and an immenEe mass of quarts liea 
above it, ready to be mined out. 
There 


are marvelous stories told of the rich- 
ness of the rock. An estimate which 
seems to be conservative placej the av- 
erage valne at $75 per ton. There are 
places where it is many times richer 
than that, even to the extent of from $5 
to $20 a pan. This, of course, holda 
good only in exceptionally rich pockets. 
If the average of $75 a ton is found to be 
a fact, an immense fortune ia in sight 
for the men who have bought the mine, 
gome of whom are Chicago men, and 
very wealthy. The fact that the cost 
price and the improvements will foot up 
|250,000, is proof that I he men who'have 
purchased have faith in tbeir property 
u well ae money to develops it. 


The plan ia to erect a twenty stamp 


mill, with machinery and power for 
thirty stamps if they shall be needed u 
the mine developes. Steam drills will 
be set to work on the ledge, and it will 
not take long to penetrate to depths 
greater than have ever been reached in 
that region. What la already in sight, 
the quality of which is not a matter 
of speculation, is enough to justify the 
erection ot the mill, but there is little 
donbt that the ledge is einally as good 
to a mucb greater depth, and it may 
grow richer. Its richness baa been in- 
creasing with depth from the beginning 
np to the present time, and what lies 
beyond may be judged by that fact. 


So great quantity of ore baa yet been 


brought to the surface, the main idea 


--"toeing to run the shafts and tunnels as 


far ai) possible in order to see the qual- 
ity of Che ledge. The tunnel that runs 
under the mountain has enough grade 
to rnn the care oat by the force of grav- 
ity, thus doing away with .hoisting 
works, at least for tbe present.

AH INTERVIEW WITH ARTHUB 


E. BEIGQS. 


His Return 
From an Extensive 


Trip—The Snperiority of 


California.

that Arthur R. Brigga, who left Fresno 
six weeks ago for a trip through the 
western states, bad returned, called on 
him to get the pith 01 bis observations 
while absent. Mr. Briggs has had fre- 
quent opportunity for comparing Cali- 
fornia with other states, and bis wide 
knowledge of conditions here, together 
with bis long experience in colonization 
work, give special importance to his 
views. 


To the inquiry as to bow California 


compares at the present times, in its 
industrial condition, with tbe states he 
visited, Mr. Brigga said : 
"1 do not care to make comparisons^ 


but it seems to me if a good number oi 
people in this state, and I might say in 
Fresno connty, who are complaining, 
were obliged to change places with the 
people residing in the great west, gay for 
a period of aix months or more, the ef- 
fect would be advantageous to us. In- 
diana and Illinois are fairly prosperous^ 
as tbe corn crop harvested last fall, 
which is the staple product and means 
plenty of fat cattle and boga, wan large. 
But, notwithstanding 
the 
apparent 


prosperity there, rigid economy on the 
part of agriculturists is everywhere ob- 
servable ; such economy in fact ai is little 
known and less practiced 
on this 


coast. 
Iowa, with 
the exception 


of the eastern tier of counties, all of 
Kansas and Nebraska and a good por- 
tion of tbe Dakotas, are poor in prod- 
ucts beyond anything I have known. 
The people of I twa are better situated 
than those of the more recently settled 
states, bat corn is being shipped from 
Illinois to the Iowa farmers, on which 
they expect to fatten a few cattle and 
bogs thia winter. Anyone v;ho baa 
knowledge of the west knows wbat this 
moans. Winter had already set in be- 
fore I left, and the ground in that part 
of the country was aa dry aa it is here in 
August and September. Drought has 
followed two years in succession and the 
immediate future is dreary, indeed. As 
for tbe other states mentioned, one can 
scarcely conceive bow the people, in 
some districts at least, are to subsist 
and get through the vrinter. 


"From, the time I left Chicago, where 


it was snowing and blowing, as it can 
snow and blow there, until I reached 
the west foothills of the Sierra Nevada 
mountains, I saw nothing but ice and 
snow. The range of temperature was 
from zero at Chicago to 6 degrees below 
at Sidney, Neb On the Nebra: ka plains 
--*•"- anrj horses in great uuiabera are 
attle 
trying to find feed enough to sustain 
life. There was almost no feed before 
the snow feli; and digging for it through 
Lbe snow haa* not improved tbe chance 
for finding it. 
_ "The green fields, the bright sunshine 
and general spring" like appearance as I 
came into view of 'the Sacramento val- 
ley made my beait glad, and revived 
thankfulness that my lot was cast in 
Oa'jfornia." 


'What about the San Joaquin valley 


specially?" 
1 'Each encceed ing year I am better con- 


vinced tbat the1 San Joaquin valley, in 
equableness of climate, fertility of soil 
and range of productions, has no equal 
No part of California enjoys n monopoly 
of all tbe good things, but the San Joa- 
quin valley comes as near it as any part 
of the state. The appearancu of Fresno 
county at this time, the thousands nf 
acres of wheat—ia all stages of growth, 
from tbat just sown to that which is 
eight to ten inches in bight; the large 
vineyards and orchards in which the 
spring work is already begun; the cattle 
in the fields; the orange on the trees, 
and the roses in the gardens, confirm 
the belief Jong entertained that this is 
God's country, and no mistake. The 
trouble with Fresno county, it seems to 
me, is that we who live here do not gen- 
erally know wbat advantages and op- 
portunities we enjoy. We t-Towl and 
whine too often without cause. There 
is more prosperity here then we know 
of. The people here could profitably 
emulate the spirit exhibited in Los An- 
gelescounty. In my opinion, loyalty to 
the county and combined, consistent 
efforts would bring substantial prosper- 
ity to Fresno and Fresno county that 
has not yet been known." 


Not a Bad Idea. 


Those of the citizens of Fresno who 


are fortunate enough tc hare orange 
trees in bearing in their gardens would 
do well to keep the fruit on the trees as 
long as possible, if they are possessed of 
the ambition to -do something for the 
county. There were a number of East- 
ern visitors in town last week, and 
while they could only see a number of 
pruned stumps as evidence of the mucb 
lauded Fresno vineyards, their eyes 
opened at the sight of the oranees on 
the trees. The real estate men should 
moke a note of this.

Thus far organization has 
been the principal business, and al- 
though there have been a very great 
number of men seeking places, friction 
has been minimized and no serious 
kick has been made, save that in the as- 
sembly the San Francisco contingeni 
has captured more than its proportion 
of the favorite places, and some of the 
rural statesmen feel a triSe sore.

MEETING OF TEACHERS. 


They Discuss Discipline for the 


Schools. 


Yesterday about fifteen teachers met 
t the high school building to hold an 
istitute, as has been their en atom 
or some weeks past. These local tnsti- 
.ties are held in different sections of the 
ounty from time to time. 
The topic, for discussion yesterday at 
lie bigti echool building was "dis- 
ipline," and how to teach and enforce 
t in the Bcboola. From an expresakm 
if opinion by eome of the teachers the 
iECUsaion grew animated _and entertain- 
ng, and, finally, when it waa found 
hat it was impossible to arrive at a con- 
ilusion in which all could agree, the in- 
stitute adjournei, with the underatand- 
ng that at the next meeting the subject 
will be called up for further discussion. 


The dividing line waa drawn in an 


maginary case of a teacher who tells a 
jupil not to do a certain thins, and 
inmea a punishment in casa of diao- 
3edience. The pupil does the forbidden 
ict, but the teacher upon investigation 
earna that the act within itaelf waa not 
deserving of pnniabment. Snould the 
teacher punish him merely to make 
:ood his own word when he threatened 
the punishment? 


For example, a teacher saya to a boy, 


"If you have a fight, 1 will whip you." 
Thonertday thia boy is teaaed, hec- 
tored, abused and insulted by other 
boys until human nature asserts itself 
and he fights them, not exactly in eeH- 
defense perhaps, but when he could no 
longer submit to tho indignities. The 
teacher ia satisfied that the boy deserves 
no punishment,but according to the strict 
letter of the law which the teacher laid 
down, he must be whipped because he 
had a fiplit.' Under these circumstances, 
should the teacher make good his own 
word by whipping the boy, or let tbe 
matter pass? 


The teachers 
were pretty nearly 


equally divided on the question, and ar- 
guments were advanced on both aides, 
and the next meeting will witness a 
further discussion, and the citinc of 
eminent authorities on government of 
schools. 


A Proposition Under Consideration 


of the District Attorney. 


Acting under a suggestion of the 


board of supervisors, a number of ladies 
ol Fresno who recognized that the pres- 
ent administration of the county orphan- 
age must be reformed altogether have 
formed an organization for Jthe espresa 
purpose of running tue institution under 
tbe control of the board of supervisors. 
^Tho letter announcing the completion 
oi the work of onrani?.atioii has been 
submitted by the bo ml to the district 
attorney for his opinion on the legality 
of the proposed reorganization, of tbe or- 
phanage, and all matters connected with 
tbe institution. It is believed that, with 
a trained and qualified matron and a 
strictly non-sectarian administration, 
state aid might be obtained. The dis- 
trict attorney's opinion may not be ren- 
dered for two or three days. Mean- 
while the supervisors are diapoaed to 
give the ladies every possible considera- 
tion, but nothing can be done till the 
opinion is rendered.

Scalps. 


The llwrd oi Supervisors put in a 


long, hard day's work yesterday, al- 
though tbe oflicii! minutes would afford 
little indication oi the fact. Much of 
the time was consumed in executive 
work, Riving no opening for debate or 
official record. 


To begin with, the coyote scalp com- 


mittee, Messrs. Koae and Garrett, spent 
two hours of the afternoon in the en> 
ginc bo'-ise, as official witnes**? of the 
cone ting und burning of the scalps 
which have been brought in during tho 
pa:t thK-e months. The enterprising 
member of the state legislature who, in 
bygone years, framed and pawed the 
royote scalp bountyactmnsteurely have 
had in his mind the conception of a 
lucrative trust when he pnt through a 
job which ie douur its part towards de- 
pleting the state treasury. Yesterday 
no fewer than 1060 scalpa were countec 
and burned, and for each of these the 
state treasury will have to pay $5. In a 
number of cases individuals had pnt » 
one, two, or three scalp?, but severe 
. claims ranged up into the seventies ant; 
eighties, e.nd one hunter claimed ninety- 
nine scalps. A warrant broker statec 
that the orice paid by bim on-these 
warrants ranges from $2 to $2.60, "but, 
he added sadly, "we have been waiting 
twenty-two months since the last ap- 
propriation by the legislature, and may 
have to wait a long time yet." 


Supervisor Letcher, who lately re- 


signed from the acalp committee, wen 
down into the engine house juat to EBC 
how Koae and Garrett, the new mem 
hers, enjoyed the odor of the scalps, raw 
and rbaated. "But Engineer Lynch hat 
built up a fire that rivaled the furnace 
of a Mississippi river steamboat in t 
"win or bust" race with a record-hold 
ing competitor, and when the scalp 
were thrown in, the roaring hot air cur- 
rant in the flue carried every tiling with 
it Aa for the raw scalps, they wer 
not exactly ambrosial, but by no mean1 
eo unpleasant as in tha hot season 
What represented over $5000 of etat 
money had gone up in smoke in tw 
houra, and predictions were freely mad 
that this would be about the last hob 
eauet of Ecalps the county would wit 
aeu. 
About a week ago the supervisors re 


•eived an application from a Mra. Gist 
•tating that she had friends and rela 
tivea in Anaheim, Orange county, this 
Btate, and if the supervisors would paj 
her expenses to that point she and ha 
two children would not become a charg 
to this county. The proposition was en 
tertained, and Mrs. Gist and ber twc 
children were sent on their way rejoic 
Ing.

BACHJUN CAUSES VEKUSTO WEEP 


Surveys Made by Two Civil En- 


gineers. 


The city trustees have had two sur- 


veys made with a view to ascertaining 
the best method of disposing oi the sew- 
age of the city. It ia propased to buy a 
tract of land, probably about a section 
in the vicinity o* the outfall sewer, am 
bv extending that sewer to the land 
tfiua purchased, use the waste water 
from the city for purposes of irrigation 
and thus derive more or less revenue 
from the land by raising hay and other 
farm commodiiies such aa the city now 
buvs. 


Aa a matter of necessity the city mus 


select the land in the vicinity of the 
present outfall, and thus there ia not a 
very wide range to select from. .But the 
competition is none the less keen amonj 
these who own tbe land within the 
range of possible purchase, and tbe 
matter which has chiefly concerned tho 
members of tbe citv board ia, what tracl 
will best suit, and what will it cost? 


Toe cost of the land is not the onli 


item, however, for when it ia borne ia 
mind that the coal of the eewer esteu- 
sion will be not ICFS than $13,000 per 
mile, it can be understood that a piece 
of land near by at $10,000 may be 
cheaper than a similar tract at $1000 
but two or three miles further. M-. J 
Church and Mr. Moses appear to be 
the holders of land in that vicinity, and 
each has offered to sell a tract. City 
Engineer Shepherd surveyed the lane 
and ran levels, and reported that the 
water would flow upon the land of 
Moees, but not upon tbe Church pos- 
sessions. County Engineer Hoxie made 
a later survey, and aareed pretty nearly 
with tnat made by Mr. Shepherd, but 
found that the water would reach 200 or 
300 acres of the Church, .lands, by ex- 
tending the sewer two and a quarter

INSPECTOR 
GKAHAM'S KEPOKT 


Result of His Observation iu Fresno 


Couuty and Elseu litre—Dau^erd 


and Remedies. 


Dr. J. Graham, who wna recently ap- 


fKHnted by the Board of Supervisors to 
ook after the needs of the farmers and 
stockmen in the matter of guarding 
against diseases affecting domestic ani- 
mals, has a report about ready to sub* 
mit to the supervisors. The document 
is of great interest and value, and de- 
serves to be in the handsof every farmer 
m the county. The following extracts 
are taken from the report. Luck of 
apace forbtdd the publishing of the docu- 
ment entire: 


I have condemned and destroyed from 


January 1, 1894, to January 1, 1S93, 
;wenty-six 
inules and twenty-eight 


horece affected with glanders. 


Several cases of "lump jaw" have 


come to my notice within the past year. 
It is a contagious disease, and cattle 
afilicted with it should be condemned 
and killed. Stringent measures should 
be taken against the eale of meat or 
milks from, animals alllicted with this 
disease. 


Consumption in cattle is especially to 


be dreaded on account oE ita effects 
upou human life. It is readily conveyed 
from tno animal to man, not only 
through hand ling the animals, but 
from the use of milk and butter from 
affected animals. In u boarding echool 
for youne ladies several of the pupils 
weie taken ill with tuberculosis caused 
by milk from consumptive cattle. 


I have found several cases of this dis- 


ease, but dairymen, either through ig- 
norance or cupidity, pay no attention to 
it, and continue to sell milk from affect- 
ed COWri. 


Splenic fever or anthrax is another 


disease. I am informed by old settlers 
that it is now about twelve years since 
it first appeared iu this county, in tbe 
neighborhood of 
Kingston, Liberty, 


Elkhorn, Fiah slough and Kings river 
slough. 
Dairymen and cattlemen lose a large 


number of cattle every year by this 
plague. During the summer of 1894 
several hundred head of cattle were 
brought from San Luis Obispo and pas- 
tured in this affected district. The re- 
sult was that a large percentage of them 
died. 1 have traveled over the affected 
territory, and estimate that no lees 
than 1800 head of cattle have died oi 
this disease during the eeaeon of 1891. 
The disease isABiwHading, and everv 
year the affec^d "erritory ia growing 
larger. Seven "miles 
south west of 


Fresno nineteen dairy cows died of this 
disease in August last. 


I found dead cattle and horses lying 


all over the affected district, polluting 
the air with a terrible stench and scat- 
tering broadcast the eertns of diseaaa 
and death. No measures have been 
taken to prevent the spread of this ter- 
rible malady. 


Anthrax is characterized by chills, 


great depression and stupor of animals. 


Dr. Baird, president of the Ventura 


board of health, who has given thia 
disease much thought and investigation, 
reports thai in the summer of 1872 a 
sheepowner residing near Bakersrield, 
placed in hia band of 5000 sheep Eome 
bucks which had been imported from an 
infected district iu Frauce. 
Shortly 


after this his sheep began to die from 
the effects ot a disease unknown to him. 
Xhinking.it might he due-to-local-eUuaes 
he started towards the cooler country of 
the'coast. He proceeded to the plains 
of Ventura county. In six weeks he 
lost more than half of hia flock, and tbe 
localities where his sheep grazed are in- 
fected to this day. 


One of these ranges was rented to a 


sheepman two years after tbe infection, 
who placed on ita band of 8,000 sheep. 
Shortly after this tlio malady appeared, 
and the owner, who waa stubborn and 
determined to remain, contrary to tho 
advice of others, lost every one of his 
sheep. 


On the same ranch a few years later 


the larger portion of a band ot cattle 700 
in number succumbed to the same dis- 
ease. 
In November, 1893, a firm of cattle- 


men leased an infected rannh upon 
which 750 indigenous cattle were graz- 
ing. No manifestation of the disease 
had occurred for years. The importa- 
tion of 195 head from an uninfected lo- 
cality only fifteen miles away was fol- 
lowed by an appearance of the disease, 
which virtually carried away every one 
of them. 
.Nine hundred more were 


brought in from Arizona, and of these 
600 perished, the remainder being saved 
by their removal 
It is roughly esti- 


mated that the mortality in tins infected 
district since the first appearance of the 
disease ia 6,OilO cattle and more than 
100.000 sheep. 


The cause of anthrax ia always con- 


tacion or infection. The virus* of an- 
thrax is a loworiianism, in tbe formof a 
rod, with a spore at either end. When 
eliminated from the animal and when 
exposed to outside influence by the. 
death^of the animal, the body of the rod 
is destroyed and the spores only re- 
main. These spores, which are the 
germs of the disease, retain their vitality 
for>a long period. They have been 
known to retain it for more than twenty 
years. "When once a range becomes in- 
fected it is almost impossible to elim- 
inate the spores and make it sale graz- 
ing for cattle. 


These spores resist ordinary putre- 


faction ; they arc unchanged by moisture 
and they are not affected by moderate 
heat. If scattered witli the debris of a 
dead animal on the surface of the 
ground, they may remain around the 
roots of the grass in the pasture. If 
buried iu the body ot an animal which 
has died from anthrax, they may be 
washed deep in tbe ground, and in later 
years(in one case seventeen years) be 
brought to the surface of the eartn by 
earth worms and infect other animals. 
The virus ia carried with the wool from 
infected sheep and remains in it through 
the process of manufacture into cloth. 
Ihe spores remain in the hides of iiiii- 
mals, which have died of anthrax, and 
retain their vitality throughout the 
month of soaking in the tanner's vats, 
the working of the harness maker and 
after tho oiling of the completed leather 


There are several wc'.l authenticated 


cases in this county of people becoming 
inoculated. 
A Mexican removed the 


hide from an animal which died from 
anthrax. He threw the hide over hia 
shoulder and carried it home. A few 
hours later his shoulder and nack be^an 
to swell. He lingered in this condition 
for ten daya when death came to his 
relief. 


As fat cattle are moat susceptible to 


the disease, and as it is more fatal to 
them than lean ones, there is undoubt- 
edly more or lesa affected meat in the 
market. This with the milk and butter 
sold from infected dairies is a constant 
source of dancer to the public health. 


So long aa the carcases of animals 


dyinf» from antnrax are allowed to rot 
upon the sunaceof the ground, or are 
even permitted to be buried beneath 
the mirface, the disease wiilcontinueits 
deadly work among tlie cattle and claim 
new territory. 


When the heavy hand of the law is 


invoked to compel owners to dustroy at 
once tlio camaAPS r.f animals thai have 
died of tho disease and ninke it it penal

A Niglitwatehman Appointed for tlie 


Court House—Tbe Poor 


Farm Organized. 


The supervisors were all present yes- 


terday and made such progresa with the 
work on hand that an adjournment will 
probably he had today till the first Mon- 
day in February. It baa been a har- 
monious session, and not an hour has 
been wasted. 


Two important matters engaged the 


attention of the board during tlie morn- 
ing. The first was the appointment of 
a night watchman. Bis applications 
were Uled for the position. Mr. Sayre 
made an appeal on behalf of E. 0. 
Orene. Two ballota were taken and L. 
Fagundes, having received tbo majority 
of the votes, was declared the choice of 
the board. The salary was fixed at ?60 
a month. 
Dr. Davidson, the county medical of- 


ficer, and Steward W. T. Burka were 
present to receive instructions, if neces- 
sary, on the matter of the county poor 
farm, which was virtually organized by 
the adoption of the committee's report. 
The latter rpcommended that wards A 
and D, being the basement of the main 
building, be aet aside for the reception 
of the indigents who will today be BfiDr 
arated from the patients in tbe aidfc 
wards. 'A portion of the county land in 
tbe eon th west corner of the ho-pital lot 
will be forthwith brought under culti- 
vation for vegetables, etc. 
. .it B-pim.-Uig.b.owd' announced itself 
in readiness to *he'5F-att* p?i£$!is in 
ested in the county orphanage qflfiEtf 
Mrs. Dunleavy, the present matron, was 
not present, "either personally or by 
counsel, but the ladies of the newly or- 
ganized i'resno Orphan's Home Associa- 
tion and the Equal Suffrage League 
were well represented. Among theiu 
were Mrs. A. U. Deardorff, Mrs. W. M. 
Harvey, Mrs. 0. J. Cr&ycroft, ilra. H. 
Chance, Mrs. William ilelm, 
Mrs. 


Louie Gundelfinger, Mru. J. M. Martin, 
Mrs. Angle B. Martin, with Mre. Dr. 
Anna Schemer horn and Mrs. L. E. 
Mead of the Equal Suffragists. They 
were a kindly, warm-hearted looking 
body of ladies, and the gentlemen pres- 
ent unanimously agreed that the or- 
phans would be in good hands if en- 
trusted to the charge of the applicants. 


The board evidently took the eame 


view, for the ladies were invited to pre 
sent their case in a manner that augured 
a favorable consideration. 


Mra. 0. J. Craycroft began by stating 


that they had agreed on Mm. Electa 
Hoffman as matron. 


Chairman Wickersham interposed a 


remark tbat what the board wanted was 
to get their ideas in regard to the gen- 
eral management of the orphanage. The 
board would daim the exclusive priv- 
ilege of sending the children to the or- 
phanage from time to time or removing 
them, and would expect to exercise a 
general supervision. The ladies would 
be free to appoint the matron and her 
assistants. 


Mra Craycroft eaid this would be sat- 


isfactory, and aaked what else the super- 
visors wished to know. 


Cdairman Wickerahaiu said the board 


would like an assurance in regard to the 
institution being conducted on a strictly 
non-sectarian basis. For instance, if 
the children attended Sunday school, 
the school should be held at the orphan- 
age, and all the Sunday school teachers 
in the city ehould have equal fac lities 
for visiting the echool aiiU teaching the 
children. 


Hire. Cravcroft said she had no reason 


to believe there would be any objection 
to thia. 


Mr. Wickerfiham said in this case all 


the board would ask would be an under- 
standing that if at any time it should be 
decided that the institution was not 
properly conducted the supervisors re- 
served the ri^ht to withdraw the child- 
ren at ten days' notice. 


Mra. Dr. .Deardorff -arose to say that 


reports had been circulated about the 
objects of the association, and there waa 
not a word of truth in any of them. The 
ladies would expect to have the control 
of the orphanage, otherwise there wonld 
be no object in turning it over to them. 


Mrs. O. C. Merriaui eaid the ladies 


contemplated establishing an auxiliary 
and enlarging the present organ Union 
if the orphans were turned over to them. 
It was much better that the children 
should not be sent out of the county. 


After a brief conference Cnairman 


Wickersham delenated Supervisor Lst- 
cher to act with Mrs. C.O. Merriaui as a 
joint committee to draw np an agree- 
ment with the district attorney and 
they retired for thia purpose. 
The 


agreement which will be signed, thia 
morning ia exceedingly brief and turns 
the orphans over to the ladies with the 
reservations as to general supervision 
etc., already referred to in Chairman 
Wicher&ham'e report. 


On motion ot Sayre, seconded by Gar- 


rett, the board passed areaolution hand- 
ing over the t-are of the orphans to the 
Indies' association. 


Mre. Craycrofl stated that they would 


be ready to receive the children on 
February 1st. 


The ladies will hold R meeting nt Mm. 


C. J. Oraycn-ft'a residence, corner <jf M 
and Tulare streets this moiningfor ihi- 
purpose of meeting all peiaona who are 
interested in fieeinu the orphans proi>er- 
ly cared for without sending them away 
from home.

It il 
generally level or not very steey/and tb« 
soil IB less inclined to become muddy 
than in most of states. Bat a good 
road, in the scientific and civilized Ben» 
of the term, is iiota mass of dirt scraped 
together and inade into shape. . It ii 
made of material which will' '.resist 
wheels and rain. There are ^roads io.. 
Italy made 2,000 years ago, and they^ar* 
good yet. The rains ot this wintwfhav» 
nearly leveled many of the rqadJCwhich 
were graded last year. Tf thejrnad been 
made of gravel aud rock. Chey.' wonld 
stand up under rain. Gooa roads coat a 
great deal, but not half^ae much aa poor 
ones; for when a fir^t-clasBroad ia mad* 
it needs little repair Tor a hundred years.

Stone, representing tho United States 
government, will be in attendance and 
will explain what the government is do- 
ing^hthe cause of better roads.
